At an eihibition uf oratorical skill, this 
wai all very rip,ht and proper, deserving 
the critic's coimueudatiou, and worthy uf 
Ha Kichjlbncv's rcpulatiun aj an effec- 
tive public ijieaker; bul ai an indei to the 
feelings at work in the speaker 1 , breast, 
toward! the assem hi y he waa addreuing, 
it) policy and good taste were somewhat 
questionable. I odeed ,itniaybequeidtoried 
whether the expression of the upiuion al 
•II, however mild the terms in which it had 
been couched, however benignant the lone 
in nhieh il had heen tutored, could bi 
justified as discreet. With the corrtvt* 
eftt* of the opinion we are not disposed 
to (jiiarrrl . substituting the word some 
fur Ihe word 'many,' we entirely con- 
oil r in it : lint al litat particii.tr ttnir, 
in thai particular place, the declaration of 
il dors certainly appear ui us uot to hate 
been called fur. It tins nut only g™- 
tuitoua, but savuured of the obtrusive. 
We would hojie that 11m EvctijjcNct't 
iutetilion was uierely to prejiiire hoiiarable 
memberi for the disappointment, possibly 
the rtttvjf, which (.waited them ; *> that 
■ hen Ihe blow came, il inighl Ik' the 
betltr borne. But it had the 
al least uf Uunl, and nnrer, and siircaattc 
Iritntiph. It wa» calculated ft) give uf- 
fence — to poor oil upon the unkindly 
feelings already but txro actively in cum - 
hull inn. 

Withtheeicejhliouoflhtnarafjraphcon- 
taiuinp; Ihia 1 opinion ,' we think the speech 
was quite as gracioui as the Council had de ■ 
nerved. Whether we look at many of the 
speeches oVJirend during the section, or at 
aume uf ihe i ote* df the cuH'clive body, 
w* are conalrained la *») that the Go- 
lerninenl fiad been very un fairly, very 
harshly, and in not a few instances very 
insullinRly, treated. It could not turely, 
under such circumstances, have heen ei- 
prcted that t!w GovtiiKoa would come 
down to the House all radiant in (miles, 
aud dropping honeyed accent*. They 
had done iiuthiug lu deserve auch com- 
placency, He owed them neither praise 
nor Thinks. 

And now that thr session is over, and 
its legislative lesulta are summed up, how 
do facts beat «u< the allegation in Mr. 
WisKTaoarji'. address to the Qi hem, that 
the head of the Kaecutive had syatema- 
tically and runlenvpluously thwarted the 
Councils measures T They don't hear 
it out al ail. They flatly contradict 
it. We hii- • the authority of the 
SirXAKKi fur SUliilg, thai of the 
/wn/y-owe meaturea passed by the 
Conntil during the station, rijrAiecjt had 
rrcetved the royal latent, /aw had been 
retervej fur Hkh Majeitv'. pleasure, and 
from one only had the royal assent hern 
withheld ! Tliene facts present the most 
eloquent and irrefragable answer tu the 
rash and unfounded charge.. 

And wlien we consider what these three 
measuret were, we thai) be compelled iht 
more fully to acquit Kit Evcauulmcv' uf 
any i mention to thwart the Council, or to 
treat it disrespect fully. 

Nu, 1 was Ihr Bttjit of Jialmlio Siurrt 
Hii I. Our upiuion uf this measure, un 
the srure of morality and Jaw, is tin record, 
aud has hern completely viudic .ted by the 
lun,j and elahurUe latter of the taw ufficert 
of lie Crowns Hsdlhe£i«n:BNoaasiienled 
in the face of thai. Irller. he would have 
incuned ■ retpo nil bi lily which no reason- 
able man could wish It, .eecajt upon him, 
But he has neither assented nor iliiiented. 
hut simply reserved il for the decision of 
Ilea Muply, And should the taw, as 
t«;d iIowd) WihaL document, prove lo be 
correct, Mad fee latified by Ihe Qiiws'. 
(fovernrornt, the Bank tharehulders will 
have good cause to thank the Gtovanoa 
fur Ihe course hr has taken ; for lie mil 
have saved them from law-suits and em- 
barrassments of the must fearful com- 
plexity. 

Nu i was the iWenul Bitt. This was 
no |»ny, no political measure ; nor could 
the (iuvKisoK in cuniideriug it have beeu 
i nil in- hit. i by any party or political mo- 
tive!. It waa a mere (vmmrrdiii question ; 
and a q ue*t ion upon which commercial 
men were all hut unanimously agreed in 
the view taken of it by the GovsjiNoa. His 
Excellency had always maintained that 
thecolunial ratci of interesl were exces- 
sively tu© high , but that nay attempt, to 
put litem down by force uf law, would Ik 
neillier prudent nor ■ticiea.fnl. As in the 
previous case, however, he ba. neither 
assented nor ditaeuted, but reserved the 
bill fur the detiuuti uf the Intperuil 
Governmetil.

Tho ttommitlo*, in deed, object to one let of 
the Company— tho original occupation of New 
Ifanlnnd, in defiance of the Uovcrnment'a re- 
fusal to countenance it : they solemnly con- 
demn thit, as " Irregular," Oriritini the 
irregularity, it may be observed that, without 
such irregularity, New Zealand would now 
hive been in French oreupatian, with a world 
of Palmeratonian armed diplomacy to dispossess 
them If possible, *( th* risk of war, Without 
11 irregularity," soma of our greatest colonuoi 
would never have been tattled. Irregularity 
has don* much far Poland— obtained 
Magna Chart*, and many other fine 
things.
